Why Are You So Tired? 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

If you could sit down and read all of the 
letters coming to me from Canada and the United 
States, 1 am sure you would be surprised to find 
how many of them mention “that tired feeling.” 

Abnormal tiredness may occur as an cut- 
standing symptom in many of the chronic dis- 
eases, for example, the pa- 
tient with diabetes, anemia, 
tuberculosis and _ prolapsus 
may complain of it. It may 
also occur as a symptom in the 
functiona] disorders, of which 
nervousness is a good example. 
“Feelirg tired all the time” 
may also be experienced by 
those who are having an at- 
tack of the condition popu-

arly known as Spring Fever, although in these 
cases, it is common for it to disappear later on 
and this type of tiredness therefore lacks the 
persistency of the usual variety. 


The symptom of tiredness is a purely sub- 


jective symptom—it is something which the 
subject feels and may not be examined in the 
same way that a broken leg may be examined, 
When a person says that he is tired we take it 
for granted that he is experiencing the same feel- 
ing or sensation which others undergo after 
hard physical work. 

When we study this sensation of persistent 
fatigue we find it true that people vary greatly 
in regard to their susceptibility to fatigue. Some 
tire more quickly than others, and in some a 
prolonged period of recovery is necessary before 
they throw off the tiredness and return to 
normal. 


As a general rule, those having the slender 
type of body-build will be more likely to tire 
early than those of the chunky, sturdy type of 
body-build. The legs will be comparatively long 
when compared to the trunk; the abdominal 
space will tend to be long and narrow, inclicat- 
ing a lack of roomy width for the digestive 
organs; and the bones may be prominent. An 
individual of this type must usually be more 
careful to guard against fatigue than one bui 
along wider and more powerful lines. 

The other symptoms described by those who 
are unduly tired are so numerous that an entire 
book might be written about them; however 
the following list includes the more frequent 


ones: The patient finds physical exertion an 
effort; if he is sitting down, he hesitates be- 
fore getting out of his chair, and if he is lving 


down, he is not inclined to rise quickly. He has 
a tendency to stop whatever he is doir~ to start 
something else. He finds it hard to relax. Instead 
maintaining an erect posture, there is a 
tendency to slouch over. The patient may find 
that his attention wanders while he is working 
and he may notice a peculiar sensation of the 


of 


skin which he calls “itchiness” or “creepiness.” 
The tired person is inclined to be over- 
irritable and is annoyed at himself for being 


annoyed over trifles. Mentally, he leans toward 
discouragement and depression and toward 
anxiousness about his physical condition. Wher 
it came to social affairs, he is likely to feel tcx 
tired to go out and will say that the extra effor: 
is too much for him. Yet, if he does go, he : 
likely to find that under the stimulation of good 
company, the usual tiredness may disappear 

Many tired people are bothered by the fact 
that they seem to have lost the capacity to ac 
spontaneously. They come to have the feeling 
of doing things mechanically and life has Icsi 
its sparkle and its challenge. Very often, the 
tired person will worry more ever having los, 
the spirit of wanting to do »ew things, than he 
will over his physical tire. ss. 


Although extreme tiredness may seem to arise 
without a sufficient cause to explain it, it wi! 
always be found that there is present som 
physical or mental cause and that if this is re 
moved, the tiredness will give way to renewed 
vigor and energy. In tomorrow's article, I will 
explain some of these causes to you with i 
idea of helping you to find out why you are « 
tired.

In making toast, I suggest that you 
use white bread, and make Melba Toast from it. 
If you ‘try to dextrinize the whole wheat bread 
thoroughly, as is done in preparing Melba Toast, 
it may develop an unpleasant taste.

The Passing Show

Captain Archibald S. Pither who went over- 
seas in the Great War to make the world safe 
for democracy, knows now how much democ- 
racy there is in the good city of Toronto. 


Capt. Pither makes his home in Vancouver. 
Recently, with Mrs, Pither, he made a holiday 
trip to Toronto. Walking in the suburbs two 
Sunday afternoons ago he wanted a pipefui of 
tobacco. He went, innocently enough, into a 
shop and bought a fifteen cent sack of smoking 
mixture, not knowing that it is a crime to buy 
tobacco in Toronto on a Sunday. 


An alert police-officer saw Capt. Pither come 
from the scene of the crime. He caught him 
red-handed, go to speak, with the little package 
of tobacco in his hand. 

Arraigned in the police court along with the 
bums and thugs, Capt. Pither explained that he 
was a stranger to the godly city, and was not 
aware that it was an offence to buy tobacco on 
a Sunday. Ignorance of the law is no defence. 
Every layman is supposed to have a precise 
knowledge of what the lawyers and the judges 
themselves can rarely agree upon, So Capt. 
Pither was fined two dollars under a 92 year 
old English Jaw which the professional reform- 
ers had disinterred. 

Having laid in muddy trenches and faced 
artillery and machine gun fire to keep tyranny 
from gaining a foothold in Canada, Capt. Pither 
didn’t feel like paying two dollars. If he won't 
pay he must go to prison for a day. He says he'll 
go to prison rather than pay. Chalk up as one of 
the triumphs. of the Lord’s Day Alliance, the 
sending of a Canadian officer to prison for buy- 
ing a fifteen cent package of tobacco on a Sun- 
day. 


It is such men as Capt. Pither, who refuse to 
bow the knee to cranks-in-office, who are the 
true deliverers of the people from the rule of 
cant and humbug. Canada needs a few men in 
every city who are willing to endure a little 
temporary inconvenience in order to serve the 
public in the capacity of fool-killers. 

Recently a friend who neglected his history 
lessons in his school days came to me to ask 
what people do when governments refuse to 
give up office after they have betrayed the pub- 
lic with false promises. One has to go back 
many years to find the answer, for modern 
British governments are quick to resign when 
they forfeit public confidence. Years ago, when 
a government in England sought to play the 
tyrant and refused to heed the public demand 
that they resign, the public went on strike. They 
would refuse to pay taxes; they would invite 
arrest, knowing that the prisons have only a lim- 
ited capacity. Sometimes they would rotten- 
egg ministers—a very effective hint. They went 
so fer in protest that George III was unable to 
attend a Guildhall banquet and his premier, the 
famous Duke of Wellington, victor of Waterloo 
and saviour of Europe, was unhorsed in the Lon- 
don streets by a mob. 

So bitter was feeling against the military 
hero when he became a tyrant-in-office, that the 
mob stoned the windows of Apsley House, the 
Hyde Park mansion presented to the victor of 
Waterloo by a grateful nation. Unknown to the 
mob, Lady Wellington lay dying while rioters 
howled outside. The shutters on the town side 
of the house were closed to keep out the missiles 
of the mob. Wellington refused to allow the 
shutters to be opened while he lived; they are 
still kept closed as a reminder of how quickly a 
British mob turns from a national hero when he 
earns its scorn. 

More effective than the shouting of mobs, or 
the iron balls with sharpened points for hurling 
under the feet of the cavalry, was the economic 
weapon. The final cry that broke down the 
power of monarch and minister was the cry 
“To beat the Duke go for gold.” When London 
merchants went in hundreds to the Bank of 
England and demanded payment in gold, king, 
lords and ministry capitulated under the threat 
of bankruptcy.

What a lot of interesting gossip the people of 
Italy are missing. With a licensed press, and 
every newspanerman in Italy forced to write or 
suppress as Mussolini dictates--or have his 
license as a journalist cancelled—be assured that 
the Italian people will learn nothing of the way 
Mussolini seems to have got himself in the 
tanglefoot over a pretty French woman. 

The lady, Mde. Madeleine de Fontages, seems 
to have lost her head over the prognathous- 
jawed Duce. Sent to secure interviews from 
Mussolini for the Paris “Liberte,” the lady says 
she permitted herself to enter on a love-affair 
with him. From April till July 10 of last year 
she says she served as Mussolini's mistress. On 
the Jatter date, Dino Alfieri, a ranking Fascist 
official close to Mussolini, gave ber the air by 
presenting her with an airplane ticket for Paris 
and suggesting that she leave Rome for a while. 

When she demanded to know what had hap- 
pened te change the affection of “my Benito,” 
Alfieri hinted that Count Charles de Chambrun, 
French: ambassador to Italy, was the one who 
had put the skids under her. Like a true French- 
woman, Mde. de Fontages took a pistol in her 
handbag and shot the ambassador, 

It is all very tragical as the emotiona)] French- 
woman tells the story to the French police. From 
that high peak where her Benito told her he 
could forget even Ethiopia in her arms, to the 
point where she received the invitation to leave 
Rome, was so great a drop that last November 
she tried to kill herself by taking poison 

Bhere may be more in this tragedy of love 
and frailty, but it will never be made known in 
the press of Italy. Mussolini will see to that.

Answer: If your house is of usual 
construction, the joint between the 
roof and the top of the wall: is 
covered by boards laid flat against 
the wall. As the brickwork is rough 
the board does not make a tight 
joint with it all over. Quite possi- 
bly rain blows under the board, 
and in that way enters the wall. It 
then runs down inside the plaster 
and soaks through at a cross-piece 
where it collects. The joint between 
the board and the brickwork should 
be calked. I know of cases where 


such leakage has been stopped 
from the inside by cramming rock 
under the eaves. This might |

Question: My living room walls 
are plasterboard, and are papered, 
I should like to paint. Must I first 


| take off the paper? 


Answer: If the papering was well 
done, the paper is on so tightly that 
you might be able to paint over it 
without loosening the paste Use 
oil paint of a quick drying variety. 

If the paper seems to be loose, 
take it off by soaking with water. 
a paper surface, 
which will be roughened in the pro- 
cess, After plenty of time for dry- 
ing, coat the plasterboard paper 
with thin shellac to bind the fibers 
together, and then rub smooth with 
fine sandpaper. For the first coat, 
use the paint thinned with % as 
much raw linseed oil.

VER the weekend, the Grads won the Alberta women's senior basket- 
bal] championship, retaining it for the 17th consecutive time—and 
the amazing thing about it all is that nobody doubted for a moment that 
they would do it, Winning provincial and dominion championships has 
come to be something that everyone expects the Grads to do, just like 
they expect the sun to rise and set. To appreciate this deadly consistency, 
you have to back off and take a look at records in general. So as I ave 
been able to discover, there has never been a record in any sport, any- 
where, that compares even closely with that which the great Grad machine 
has piled up under the wizardiy hand of Percy Page. 


So impressive has the Grad record become that even keeping it 
straight is no amall problem. Since 1915 the Grads have held the 
Alberta title with the one exception of 1920. That is 21 out of a 
possible 22 titles. 


Had one team of super-stars been moulded together and run up a 
string of ten or twelve championships, the feat would have been arnaz- 
ing enough, but for the team to be rebuilt year after year with girls from 
a city with a population of only 85,000 and still win like clock-work is 
something that may never again be duplicated in sport.
